“Two days leter all the American settlers 
in the neighborhood and twenty-five Mexi- 
cans met at Blankenship's house to form 
plans for capturing the peons.

moral, a species of bag seen nowhere except 
in Mexico. Another peon named Gregorio 
was also suspected of knowing something 
about the murderer's whereabouts, 

“The two peons were questioned and they 
told conflicting stories. Five men, one of 
whom was Leslie Moffett, were appointed 
to deal with Blankenship's peon. 

“They took him out in the woods and hung 
him up by the thumbs. He would. not tell 
anything. They then shot over his head, 
thinking to scare him and the other peon 
who could hear everything but see nothing 
that was going on in the woods. 

“We got nothing out of the men. They 
were sent to jail and are probably there yet. 

“Then followed the brutal murder of 4 
Mexican named Gomez, near the scene of 
the Pilsen murder. 

“The President of the town of Metlal- 
toyuca sent three men to Palma Real, the 
poene of the last killing to watch out for 
the murderers. They applied for lodging 
at a ranch, but were refused admittance, 
and had to sleep in the verandah. 

“During the night the officers were set 
upon by three men, who stabbed the leader, 
Sanchez, repeatedly and left bim for dead. 

“After this our lives were not safe in 
Mexico, and I fled with my family. Sev eral 
families did the same. The Rabers of 
Junction City, „Kann,, fied and left every- 
thing they owned behind them. 

„ left Mexico Nov. 2. On that day I 
saw and spoke to Leslie Moffett. I will re- 
main in St. Louis until spring, when I ex- 
pect to return with my father-in-law to 
my plantation, My wife and baby are very 
in with fever. We sacrificed neary every- 
thing and have searcely anything left. 

“Refore leaving my farm, I tried to sell 
my crop of corn to the Judge of the town. 
„No, thanks,“ he replied, ‘I don't want to 
get killed.“ 


Anxiety over the fate of Leslie A. Moffett, 
Fr., has been relieved by the receipt of a 
letter from him by his father, Leslie A. 
Moffett, Sr., of Moffett & Franciscus. 

The alarm caused by his silence, in con- 
Junction with the peon uprising in Old Mexi- 
co, was described exclusively in Wednes- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, together with an ac- 
count of his description of the murder of his 
friend Denis. 

The letter received by Mr. Moffett, Sr., 
subsequent to the publication, states that 
the uprising has been quelled and that young 
Leslie came out of it unharmed, 

Mr. Moffett, Sr., said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday; 

“I regret that the Post-Dispatch publish- 
ed the article yesterday in regard to the 
trouble at Metlaltoyuca, as I expected to 
receive a letter from my son to-day which 
woulda probably say that all troubles had 
been adjugied. 

“From @Jetter I received from my son 
last night, reports everything as quiet 
and peaceable u possible. It seems that 
the police whom the Government sent there 
did their duty faithfully, and, as I under- 
stand it, the Police Department of Mexico 
are far more effective and diligent than the 
game forces in the States, for when they 
start for a criminal, he is caught and pun- 
ished or run out of the country. 

“President Diaz has promised protection 
to all Americans who desire to locate in 
his country, and I feel now that an Ameri- 
fan is as safe in Metlaltoyuca as in any 
city in the States; besides the Metlaltoyuca 
©plonization Co. pledge themselves, so 
far as lies in their power, to care for the 
colonists, and they have ample means and 
influence to do so, and as yet I have heard 
of no instance of their betraying their trust. 
(As I understand it, they have a colony of 
about o Americans at Metlaltoyuca, and 
more going there. 

“I am writing letters now to the company 
for a party who expects to go there in Jan- 
wary, and from my son's letters and his pre- 
vious letters I think no young man with 
the proper determination could make a 
mistake in going to Mexico and embarking 
in the culture of coffee and vanilla. In my 
son's letter he writes hopefully of his pros- 
pects, and does not seem to fear that there 
will be any further trouble. 

“Bhould I receive any news that might be 
of interest to the public I shall cheerfully 
advise you, upon receipt; as I feel at pres- 
ent that if some of our unemployed young 
men, with a capital too small to embark 
in business, would take the same to Mex- 
Wo, and invest it in the culture of coffee 
and give it their undivided attention and 
ekill, that nearly all Americans possess, 
fn a few years Mexico and the United 
States would be mutually benefited.”

THIRTY-SIX SHOTS _ FIRED. 


The Harrison and Morgan Families 
Met in Mortal Combat and One 
Man Ie Left.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 3.—Meager data 
ot a bloody battle between the Morgan fam- 
ily, strong supporters of D. G. Colson, and 
the Harrison family, supporters of John D. 
White, in the recent election for Congrese- 
man, reached here from Letcher County, 
to-day. 

William Morgan and his three sons, 
Thomas, Caleb and John, were going to 
mill when they met William Harrison and 
his eons, Jim and Henry. 

Bad blood has existed between them ever 
since the campaign and a quarrel followed 
their meeting in the road, which culminated 
in a pitched battle. 

Old man Morgan fell dead at the first fire 
and when the fight was over Jim and Henry 
Harrison lay dead and Tom and Caleb 
Morgan dying. 

It is said that each man emptied his six- 
shooter and the terrible fatality is the re- 
sult of the short range. 


INSULTED OUR FLAG. 


Rev. Hamlin’s Story of the Turks’ Be- 
havior Is Confirmed. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—A letter from an 
American missionary. for nearly twenty 
years a resident of Constantinople, has been 
reéeived by the Rev. Dr. Strong, secretary of 
the American Evangelical Alliance, which 
confirms the recent statement of the Rev. 


Dr. Cyrus Hamlin with relation to the status 
of the Americans and the American flag in 
Turkey, especially with regard to the occa- 
gion when the flag was torn down and 
trampled upon in an Armenian village. The 
letter is dated Sept. 30 and says: 

“The rascally lice officer, Hassan Cha- 
oush, who tore down and tore up our flag, 
was caught the Sunday following the mas- 
sacre with $600 upon him, money obtained 
from Armenians on promises to gave their 
lives, and who were then treacherously 
given up to death. Everbody is asking 
whether Mr. Terrell will Bay nothing to vin- 
dicate the honor of our flag, but as yet we 
hear of nothing done.“

— 3, only five days after the occurrence,

THE LATEST MARVEL OF NAVAL 
ARCHITECTURE. 


ITS A SUBMARINE VESSEL. 


Both Spaniards and Insurgents Are 
Said to Be Bidding for 
the Boat. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcb. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Spain and Cuba are 
now engaged in bidding against each other 
for one of the most formidable engines of 
war that has ever existed. If Cuba is suc- 
cessful in the bidding contest, Spain’s ves- 
sels will be compelled to return to their 
home waters to escape annihilation. 

This marvel in the art of naval architeo- 
ture is a submarine boat, and it is being 
constructed at the Elizabethport shipyard 
of Lewis Nixon. It is the invention of John 
P. Holland, and has received the official in- 
dorsement of the United States Government, 
which has one of the battleship destroyers 
under construction at Baltimore. 

On Monday last Mr. Nixon received or- 
ders from the John P. Holland Torpedo Boat 
Co. to hurry the construction of the craft. 

So perfect is the control the operator hag 
over the boat that within twenty seconds it 
can descend twenty feet under the waves, 
where it can be kept stationary or man- 
euvred with equal facility. 

The crew will consist of seven men. A 
large quantity of ammunition will also be 
«carried; in fact, enough to blow every ship 
in the Spanish Navy out of existence. 

And it is possible this is the use to which 
the little boat will be put. Representatives 
from the Cuban junta have made an offer 
for her, it is said, but as yet it has not 
been accepted. Neither has the offer of the 
Spanish Government.

Under present conditions it is absolutely 
impossible to build such a machine as 
could be bullt under conditions that would 
place the entire official service of the city 
in the hands of one man.

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MR. FRANCIS’ DEFENSE. 

In its comments on the letter written 
by Mr. D. R. Francis to some “sound 
money” banqueters in Kansas City, in 
which he predicts that “if some legislation 
is not enacted to check the growing influ- 
ence of wealth and cirgumscribe the pow- 
er of trusts and monopolies, there will be 
an uprising of the people before the cent- 
ury closes which will endanger our in- 
stitutions,” the New York Sun says: 

This is the chatter of a fool. Mr. Francis 
happens to be a wealthy man himself, and 
presumably he is anxious to get wealthier. 
Does he think that his growing wealth and 
the influence of it will ‘endanger our insti- 
tutions?’ Whose wealth and what wealth 
endangers those institutions? He cannot 
tell to save his life. He cannot come to par- 
ticulars to save his life. He is fatuously and 
ignorantly repeating a silly lie which plenty 
of other fools have been taught to repeat by 
demagogues and anarchists. 

This is triumphant plutocracy’s answer 
to any questioning of the divine right of 
Money to rule. The brutal insolence of 
those who are enjoying special privi- 
leges and special advantages under the 
existing order is not reserved for “Bry- 
anites’’ alone. Plutocracy’s club will be 
smashed down upon the head of any man, 
inside or outside its ranks, who dares 
to suggest that the people have any 
rights over which the Almighty Dollar is 
not sovereign. This is what the Sun’s 
article means. It is one way of shooting 
Admiral Byng to discourage the others. 

The defense which Mr. Francis puts 
forth through his St. Louis newspaper 
will only aggravate still further those for 
whom the Sun speaks. It amounts simp- 
ly to a statement that he held and ex- 
pressed the same views at a time when he 
was a Democratic Governor at Jefferson 
City.

Virginia, Connecticut, Maryland, Mas- 
sachusetts, New Jersey, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and 
Kentucky, without receiving one single dol- 
lar in return for them. We also know that 
the Government of the United States has 
issued over $100,000,000 of interest-bearing 
bonds to aid these corporations in building 
their roads without receiving one single 
dollar in return. C. P. Huntington, one of 
the beneficiaries of the paternal legislation, 
has recently stated that he is worth $20,000,- 
000, and when he received this afd from the 
Governmenb he was worth only $100,000, 

If these things are permitted to continue it 
will lead to a lowering of the character of 
our citizenship and eventually to the trans- 
formation of the Republic to a monarchy. 
The argument is now used that we must 
have the same kind of money that the en- 
lightened nations of Europe” have. To fol- 
low this argument to its natural sequence 
it means that we must have the same form 
of government as the “enlightened nations 
of Europe” have—a monarchy, 

By continuing this special, or class legis- 
lation, our Republic will suffer the same 
fate as those of Greece and Rome, To coun- 
teract selfishness and establish the princi- 
ples of humanity, to restore our govern- 
ment to its primitive form, to stop all class 
legislation and to instruct the people as to 
the causes of the evils of which they com- 
plain is the object of the organization of the 
Patriots of America.

The fifth round counted another fall for 
Sharkey, who was knocked under the ropes 
by Fitzsimmons. Sharkey was bleeding 
from a cut over the eye. The round ended in 
a clinch, in which it looked as if Sharkey 
had hit Fitzsimmons below the belt. 

The sixth round was a hard one, as Fitz- 
simmons evidently was trying to end the 
fight. He struck three or four blows that 
would have killed an ordinary man, but 
which only jerked Sharkey’s head back 
suddenly. Sharkey seemed fresher than 
Fitzsimmons at the end of the round and 
won several thousand dollars in bets for 
his friends, who had bet he would stay 
seven rounds. 

In the last round Fitzsimmons rushed 
and was met with clinches. He avoided 
Sharkey’s rushes and met most of them 
with straight, hard blows, right in Shar- 
key’s face. He finally land a blow on 
Sharkey’s jaw which knocked him over 
backwards. He fell like a log and lay un- 
conscious on the floor. The fight was end- 
ed beyond a doubt. 

Then came the surprise, Karp said that 
Fitzsimmons had fouled tone by te 
him in the groin as he fell. 
doubled up and reached for hin 1 Be 
with his gloved hands as he fell, but it was 
a spasmodic gesture, which might have 
been accounted for in a dozen ways. The 
sailor was carried out by his backers and 
slowly revived in the dressing-room.

Thomas Sharkey.

THE PAIR LIVE IN SQUALOR. 


She Says That Clayton Did Not Sup- 
port Her and Did Not Contrib- 
ute to Her Support. 


Michael Clayton and two brothers-in-law, 
Oscar and Louis Nichols, of Alton, III., ap- 
plied at the Four Courts Thursday morning 
for a warrant against Clayton’s wife and 


Jeff Parks. 

layton said that Parks, a motorman on 
the Suburban line, had gone to Alton two 
months: ago and had persuaded his wife to

Clayton said his wife, Cordelia, was 25 
years old. They had been married nearly 
eight years and she was a good woman 
until Parks crossed their path. She was 
living at 910 North Eighteenth street. 

Clayton was unsuccessful] in his applica- 
tion for a werrant and was referred to the 
Grand Jury. He deciined to talk to a re- 

rter and gaid if Parks and his wife knew 

was in the city they would leave and the 
ends of justice would be defeated. 

A reporter called at the rooming house at 
the address given. It is run by a Mrs. 
Kavanaugh. She said that Parks and his 
wife had been in her house for three weeks 
or more, but she knew nothing about them. 
Mrs. Kavanaugh directed the reporter to 
their apartments. . 

The room occupied by Parks and Mrs. 
Clayton was about as squalid as could be 
imagined, and a most abject picture was 

reserted. It was a basement room, about 

8 feet square, with low ceiling and dirty, 
dingy walls. The floor was carpetiess and 
looked as though it had never been swept. 
There was no furniture in the room to speak 
of. A kitchen stove, a table, a couple of 
chairs and two beds with a quantity of 
much-soiled coverings were about all the 
room contained. 

In one corner of the room on one of the 
little dirty beds a young woman lay. The 
light which penetrated the small basement 
window fell dull on her face and revealed 
the features of a really handsome woman 
that looked strangely out of place in the 
forbidding surroundings.

FROM MORPHINE 


HE WAS VERY DRUNK WHEN HE 
TOOK THE FATAL DOSE. 


STRONG DRINK WAS HIS RUIN. 


He Was Formerly an Expert Account- 
ant, but Sociability Downed 
Him From Decent Estate. 


Louls F. Wilson died at the City Hos- 
pital Thursday morning from the effects 
of morphine poisoning. 

Wilson was 32 years old and lived with 
his mother, Mrs. Margaret Wilson, who 
runs a furnished room house at 1825 Olive 
street. He had not worked for a number of 
years and was a hard drinker. His mother 
loved him devotedly, however, and, over- 
looking his glaring faults, gave him a 
good home. He was intoxicated when he 
swallowed the fatal dose. 

Just when Wilson took the morphine is 
not known. He had been drinking all 
Wednesday and Wednesday night at 12 
o'clock, when he entered the room of Nydia 
Pearson, who roomed at the house, he was 
very drunk. The Pearson woman had occa- 
sion to leave the room for a few minutes, 
leaving Wilson in the room alone. 

When she returned she gave him some 
money and asked him to buy a pitcher of 


beer. When he returned they remained to- 
gether, the woman says, for perhaps half 
an hour. When Wilson left the room he 
Staggered downstairs. 

In the hall on the first floor he ran into 
the arms of his mother. She saw his con- 


dition and, thinking he was only drunk, led 
him into her room, where she placed him u 


a big, easy chair to sleep off his debauch, 
as he had done many times before. 

Her son was breathing with great diffi- 
culty and soon she became alarmed. She 
aroused Mr. Johnson, one of the roomers, 
and they worked with young Wilson, but he 
could not be aroused. Thoroughly alarmed 
Mrs. Wilson sent for a physician. Dr. Geo, 
een, 2011 Olive street, answered the 
call. 

When he arrived at 2:30 o’clock Wilson was 
ir a dying condition. Dr. Merwin saw at 
a glance that his patient was dying from 
— — pelscning and so informed the 
mother. hey did everything they could, 
but could not revive Wilson. They worked 
with him until 6 o’clock, when it was de- 
cided to send him to the City Hospital. He 
was dying when he was received there, but 
the physicians set to work, and did all in 
their power. 

When Mrs. Wilson found that her son 
had been poisoned with morphine she ac- 
cused Nydia Pearson of giving him the 
poison. » 

The Pearson woman is a morphine flend, 
and admits it. She says she uses a bottle 
of the drug every day. Last night she 
had an open bottle of the drug on her 
dresser while Wilson was in the room. He 
was in the room alone Yor a while and may 
have taken some of it. She could not tell 
whether any had been taken from the bottle 


or not. 

“Wilson often begged me for morphine,” 
Nydia Pearson told a reporter, “and I have 
given him some. Not lately, however. I got 
eo that when he asked me for it I would 

ve him quinine instead. He was awful 

runk last night and may have taken some 
of my morphine, but I did not give it te 


m. 
Mrs. Cornelia Gallagher, 2229 Washington 
avenue, who is Wilson's sister, accompanied 


him to the hospital. 
She told a reporter that her brother 


had led a dissipated life for a number of 
years. He was formerly an expect ac- 
countant in a railroad office until he join- 
ed a local military organization (Busch 
Zovaves) and the social features proved his

A HIS sons. 


ALL FOUR WERE NAMED JOHN 
AFTER THEIR. FATHER. 


THE NAMES MIDDLE- PARTED. 


The Youngest, John William, Is Now 
Insane, a Disease Which He In- 
herited From His Mother. 


Depositions will shortly be taken at Ban- 
gor, Mich., and Chicago, in the de lunatico 
inguirendg proceedings instituted lately 
against J. William Horst. 

The proceedings are probably without pre- 
cedent in St. Louis, as no former case is 
remembered in which the Probate Court 
was ever called upon to pass upon the san- 
ity of a man whose residence was outside its 
jurisdiction. 

There is, however, statutory provision for 
such a case. 

The depositions have been ordered for the 
purpose of avoiding the expense and an- 
noyance of bringing Horst back from Mich- 
igan. Notice of the proceedings has been 
sent to the Sheriff of Van Buren County, 
Michigan, to be served upon him, and by 
obtaining the 1. — of his friends at 
Bangor and in Chicago, it is hoped to have 
the necessary order made, without his ap- 
pearance in court, 

Horst is the second of his father’s family 
to be proceeded against for insanity. His 
affliction is hereditary. 

As far back as 1840 old Jolin Horst, the 
father, was one of St. Louls’ prominent cit- 
wens. Later, when fortunes were- being 
made in the "sale of goods to the Govern- 
ment for the men who were saving the 
Union, he did not fail to seize the op- 
portunity. He was a harnessmaker and sad- 
dier, and before the war was over his 
profits from the Government had added 
about $60,000 to his already considerable 
possessions. 

He invested in real estate in the neighbor- 
hood of his home, at Eleventh and Hick- 
ory streets, and also on King's highway. 
Then he waited for his wealth to grow and 
turned his attention to rear.ng his family 
of four boys. He was not successful in the 
latter undertaking. 

The old man became a well-known char- 
acter during the war on account of his 


wealth and his peculiarities. The latter 
were ehown by his course in naming his 
four boys. e insisted that each one be | 
named after him. The result was that as 
the family of boys increased there became 
a surfeit of Johns.“ To avoid confusion 
they were given middie names, and when 
the last one came, the roster stood: John 
H Sr... John Frederick: Horst, John 
Edward Horst, John Fritz Horst and John 
Willies Horst.

A VOTING MACHINE, 


It Gives the Result Within Two Min- 
utes of the Time the Polls 
Close. 


The first election returns sent out from 
any point in the country during the recent 
election came from Hudson, Mich. The 
polls closed at 5 o’clock and two minutes 
later the result of the ballot for President, 
Congressman and Governor had been tele- 
phoned to Detroit. Within five minutes it 
had been sent to all the principal cities of 
the country. 

The means by which this was accom- 


plished, says the Chicago Tribune, was the 
Abbott voting machine, legalized for use 
at all elections in the State of Michigan at 
the last session of the Legislature. It was 
the first time the machine had been used 
at a general election. A test of a single ma- 
chine at the spring election in Hudson, 
when a tally kept showed a correct reg- 
ister of all votes and the result announced 
by the inspectors within one minute and 
forty-four seconds of the closing of the 
polis, had proved the efficiency of the ap-

paratus, and its action at the general elec- 
tion was fully up to expectations. 

The machine is of a type which — 
the record by means of registering wheels. 
At the close of the balloting it is only neces- 
sary for the inspectors to read the numbers 
as they appear on the wheels. The working 
parts of the apparatus are a set of slides, 
each carrying the names of all the candi- 
dates for one office, the register wheels, a 
set of which is connected with each candi- 
date’s name and upon which the votes are 
recorded, and an operating bar, which car- 
ries the unit wheel of every candidate whose 
register wheels are in the voting space for- 
ward one number, thus adding each vote to 
those before received by the candidate. 

The machine Keeps a correct record of all 
votes cast, regardiess of and not including 
those who may enter the machine without 
voting; it keeps a tally of all votes given to 
each candidate; and it keeps a record of all 
votes wherein the voter neglected to select 
a candidate for any office. 

The operation is remarkably simple. The 
voter enters the booth, faces to the right, 
and finds before him the names of all candi- 
dates arran fore him as on the ballot, 
all candidates for an office in a row, and all 
candidates of a party in a column. Each 
party has a distinctive color: Republican, 


prea: Democratic, blue; Prohibition, white; 


and soon. At the right of the machines are 
the slides bearing the names of candidates. 
In the middle are two parallel bars in a 
vertical position, inclosing what is known 
as the woting space.“ 

To vote it is necessary to place the names 
of the candidates selected in the voting 
space by sliding them along to the left. 

he party ticket is first put in position by 
means of a lever. To split the ticket the 
voter slides the names of candidates from 
any other parties into the space afterwards, 
forcing out those running for the same 
offices on the regular ticket. After arrang- 
ing the ticket before him as desired a single 
motion suffices to vote it as a whole. 

Every vote as cast is announced by the 
machine, so that failure to vote is at once 


detected. How the vote is thrown is, how- 
ever, known only to the man within the 
| booth. It is claimed that the chance of mis- 
take through ignorance is totally removed.

GREAT DAMAGE THREATENED IN 
THE CHIPPEWA VALLEY. 


WATER RISES AND FALLS. 


Lumber Mills Are Partly Engulfed and 
Other Structures in 
Jeopardy. 


CHIPPEWA FALLS. Wis., Dec. 3.—With 
the thermometer still hovering very far 
above zero, and the water again climbing, 
the outlook for this threatened valley is 
still rather uncomfortable. For fifteen miles 
between Chippewa Falls and Eau Claire, 
and for nearly the same distance at Du- 
rand, the river ig a mass of packed ice and 
timber, and is hourly becoming worse. The 
water has been backed up, Dee 
parts of Durand and the lower levels in this 
city, but the worst is really what threatens 
rather than what has actually occurred. P 

The lumber mills are all surrounded an 

rtlally engulfed by the water, which has 

zen and seized them in its clutches. 
Near by business placeg and dwellings are 
im the same predicament, although being 
@ little farther away from the river chan- 
nel, their situation is not so serious. 

The railroads are not suffering 80 much 
as might be expected. The Omaha runs 
along high bluffs, and has not been in the 
least hampered in its workings. The Wis- 
consin Central tracks are lower, and have 
ut times been covered by the waters so that 
their trains had to use the Omaha tracks. 

Last night the water dropped over a foot 
and they used their own tracks, but early 
to-day the water started up again and 
their line had to be abandoned. The river 
branch of the Milwaukee & St. Paul has 
Stopped all business for the present, its 
line extending along the course of the 
Chippewa River, where the ice gorges 
floods prevail. 

One of the great uncertainties is the way 
the water rises and falls. 
foot or more and the people begin to we 
for relief from their fears and then © 
water rises faster than before and their 
fears are redoubled. The water seems to 
find occasional crevasses in the ice and 
the falling of these lowers the waters, 
which immediately rise again. In this way 
the level was lowered twelve inches dur- 
ing the night and then climbed five inches 
in two or three early morning hours. 


Col. W. A. Jones, U. 8. A., of St. Paul, 
in charge of the Government works in th 
section, arrived during the night and w 
confer with the authorities in regard to 
another attempt to break the ice dam here, 

Along the ver there are critical situa- 
tions. In the eity there are greater fears 
from the result if the Little Falls dam 
should break than over the local flood sit- 
uation. It is feared that a break in this 
Little Falls dam, thirty miles above, would 
carry nearly everything away here. In the 
same way the people of Eau Claire fear 
the result if the ice gorge here breaks too 
suddenly while those below rand are en- 
tertaining fear for the outcome there. 

The water yesterday reached 24 feet 8 
inches, the highest vets and later dropped 

k nearly a foot, but at 8:30 o’clock this 
orning again had risen to the highest ~ 
ure of yesterday and was still rising slowly 
at 9 o'clock. Mayor and Manager Irvine of 
the logging company drove down the river 
to Gravel Island, s miles from here, 
where an attempt will be made to break 
the gorge. ' 


There 18 still a good deal of moving from 
the houses to-day, as the water is rising 
rapidly and the only thing for the, peon’s 
to do seems to be to get away fr the 
flood. Yesterday, however, saw the most of

GERMAN AND FRENCH RESTRIC- 
TIONS ON AMERICAN PORK. 


WINE AND BEER SUGGESTED. 


Cases of Trichinosis Due to Under- 
cooking and Not to Faulty 
American Inspection. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3,—Secrtary Morton, 
in his annual report, did not go into the 
question of European restrictiona on the im- 
portation of American food products, 
especially the German and French require- 
ments for the inspection gnd certification 
by the Unfted States of our export pork. 
He had discussed the matter in his previous 
report. The question will not be dealt with 
by the President in his message, except, pcs- 
sibly, by passing reference, Nevertheless, 
the whole question is receiving the earnest 
attention of the administration. Retaliation 
could not profit American trade, but prac- 


tical retaliation has been hinted at by Am- 
' r Uhl, in the case of Germany, and 
by our Consul General to Austria, Mr. Max

Mr. Uhl suggested, in view of the 
required inspection of our pork imported 
into Germany, that it would be reasonable 
to require a certification by the German 
Government of the purity of the beer and 
wine exported by Germany to the United 
States. Secretary Morton with considerable 
difficulty has cbtained from our agents 
in Germany official reports bearing on the 
local inspection of pork in that country 
which, it is claimed, conclusively prove 
that their own inspection of pork does not 
effectually prevent trichinosis and that the 
real purpose of requiring an inspection by 
the United States Government ig to prevent 
American competition. N 

The large number of cases of trichinosis 
in Germany is undoubtedly due to the fact 
that pork is cooked underdone there. No 
inspection can determine absolutely whether 
trichinae exist in the pork. A ———— 
inspection of one muscle furnished no guar- 
antee that other muscles are free from 
trichinae and the reports now in possession 
of the Agricultural Department show that 
large numbers of cases of trichinosis re- 
sulted from eating pork inspected and certi- 
fied by the German Government. 

Last year -21,497,221 pounds of pork, which 
had been microscopically inspected by this 
Government, were exported to Germany and 
France, the only countries requiring this 
inspection. The cost of this to the United 
States was $60,485, or over a quarter of a cent 
per pound. If, after the facts to be shown in 
the reports at the Agricultural Department 
are officially submitted (o the German Gov- 
ernment, this restriction is not removed, 
Secretary Morton is in favor of compelling 
the owners of the pork exported to pay for 
the inspection. He does not believe it is the 
province of a government to pay the cost 
of a trade requirement of another eountry 
— — to products in a foreign mar- 
ket. 1 ; + 


TO SUSPEND OPERATION. 


Proclamation by the President Affect- 
ing German Vessels. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The President 
has issued a proclamation suspending after 
January next the operation of the act which 
relieves German vessels entering United 
States ports from the payment of tonnage 
duties and other shipping charges. This 
action was taken upon proof that American 


vessels are denied corresponding privileges 
in German ports. The shipping charges 
under our laws are based on a sliding scale. 
The President’s action doubtless will arouse 
wide-spread interest in shipping circles. 


MOSLEY PARDONED. 


Convicted of Murder in Kansas Thir- 
teen Years Ago. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Dec, 3+-F. D. Mosley, 
who has been in the penitentiary for thir- 
teen years for murder, has been pardoned 
by Gov.

HAD A VARIEGATED CAREER. 


Finally Shot His Wife and Child and 
Was in Turn Plugged by 
Police Officers.

SAN JOSE, Cal., Dec. 3—John P. Kelly, 
who made such a desperate attempt to kill 
his family here a few days ago and was 
shot to pleces by police officers, was born 
at Alton, Ill, His wife sometimes went by 
the name of Mack, against his consent, and 
the children are so called. Kelly has an 
uncle, Michael Kelly, and a cousin, John 
Kelly, in Litchfield, III. He has a daugh- 
ter, a Mrs, Dave Michael, Marchel, anda

Kelly’s crime was a terrible one. He 
shot his wife seriously and his child 
slightly. A neighbor saw what was going 
on and called the police. Several officers 
responded, and, as Kelly defied arrest, he 
was shot a number of times and desper- 
ately wounded. 

After being wounded Kelly wrote a pen- 
cil will, leaving all his property to the two 
young children and disinheriting his son 
James and his daughter, Mrs. Dave 
Michael. The two little girls 
are to be educated at Notre Dame and Po- 
liceman John Haley is made executor. 

The estate includes an undivided half in- 
terest in the 160 acres of land in San Diego 
County, partly in orchard and having three 
springs of water, mining stock in Leadville

SLAYER OF CHRIS LUDWIG. 


Although the Man Is Said to Be De- 
mented, He Is Sharp Enough 
to Hide, 


Harry Schmelzer, the murderer of Chris 
Ludwig, may be demented, but he is puz- 
zling the East St. Louis police force. The 
authorities can not find him. 

Twenty-four hours have elapsed since the 
murder was committed and Schmelzer’s 
whereabouts ig more mysterious than the 
passion which prompted him to strike down 
the gray-haired old man. From all that 
can be gathered of the circumstances in 
the case, Schmelzer was ignorant of the 
fact that he had committed a bloody crime 
when he threw away the deadly wagon- 
stake and walked leisurely from the scene, 
carrying a small tin pail. 

The crime was committed in bread day- 
light jn presence of a half dozen bystanders 
who had flocked around a small 
fire’ in a sparsely settled section of the 
city. Ludwig and Schmelzer met at the 
spot by accident at noon Wednesday. 

Ludwig had stopped at the fire, with @ 
gang of negroes with whom he was working, 
— warm his hands. Schmelzer, a neighbor 
of Ludwig, came along with the tin bucket 
in his hand and insisted that he was look- 
ing for sand or gravel. Nobody seems to 
know what he wanted with the sand or 
gravel. Passibly he really did not know 
himself, Old man Ludwig knew of Schmelz- 
er's mental condition generally, but cons:4- 
ered him harmless. 

William Covent, a carpenter, and the only 
known white man who witnessed the affair, 
Says that when Schmelzer approached the 
fire he called Ludwig’s attention to a visi- 
ble button on the front portion of Ludwig's 
trousers and laughingly remarked: 

Ludwig, it’s 1 o’clock!’’ 

Ludwig adjusted the button and made a 
jesting reply. Schmelzer parr.ed the remark 
with an allusion to his physical powers, or

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BOND BUSINESS 
1S BOOMING 


CITY DAILY DEFRAUDED OF 
MANY THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS. 


GIN-SELLERS ARE WINNERS. 


The Oldest Inhabitant Cannot Remem- 
ber When a Forfeited Police 
Bond Was Collected. 


The announcement that the Grand-jury is 
about to consider the possibilities of in- 
dicting a few of the professional bonds- 
men has caused considerable uneasiness 
in the ranks of Police Court “grafters.”’ 

A bond in the Police Court is, a mere 
formality, a matter of $3 or more to @ sa- 
loon-keeper and perhaps a dollar or two 


to a lawyer. 
Bonds ranging from $100 to $1,000 have 


been forfeited every day, but not one of 
these forfeitures has been paid. As a mat- 
ter of grace, and, perhaps, of custom, the 
declaration of the forfeiture is allowed to 
remain on the docket a few days and is 
then quietly set aside. 

Something which the general public does 
not know is the interesting manner in which 
the professional bond business is conducted 
at the Four Courts. Here is a sample case: 

A man is arrested by the police on any of 
the numerous police court charges, Such as 
disturbing the peace, fighting or idling. The 
prisoner is locked up in the Central Police 
Station and then in some manner learns 
that there are a dozen men within a stone's 
throw of the building who, for a consider- 
ation, will obtain his release. These bonds- 
men watch the police station like vultures, 
and when a prisoner with a little money s 
locked up they flock about him. But 
there is a uniform price for a bond. It 
is $3 and no bondsman takes less than that. 
He will take more when he can get it, but 
never less. The prisoner desirous of Hberty, 
and having the price, sends for a bonds- 
man. 

Here is a list of the more notorious of 
the bondsmen. Lach of these have had 
many of their bonds declared forfeited by 
Judge Peabody, who, always sympathetic 
with the down-trodden bondsman, sets the 
forfeiture aside: 


Charles Foster, Jr., saloonkeeper at Elev- | 


enth street and Clark avenue; Edward J. 
Morrissey, saloonkeeper at Eleventh stree 
am Clark avenue; Julius Biesman, salooye 
keeper on Clark avenue, opposite the For 
Courts; Fritz Bothmann, saloonkeeper op- 
posite the Four Courts; George Hoeffner, 
saloonkeeper at Twelfth street and Clark 
avenue. 

Besides these five there are others who 
eign only an occasional bond, but the five 
make a specialty of the bond business. 

The bondsman sent far goes over to the 
Four Courts and before he attaches his 
mame to the bond the prisoner, who is 
brought out of the cage, hands him $3. And 
the prisoner hands the police sergeant who 
accepts the bond, 50 cents, which goes to the 
Police Relief Fund. 

en the ex-prisoner is turned loose and 
he can go to Police Court the next day if 
he wants to, or he can stay away. No- 
body but the city loses anything. 

If the defendant desires to justify him- 
self in Police Court, but wants a delay of 
a few days, he sees his bondsman in re- 
gard to it and pays the bondsman $2 for a 
continuance. The bondsman has his regu- 
lar lawyer. or alleged lawyer, to whom he 
pays one of the $2 for obtaining the contin- 
vance from the Court. Each continuance 
costs $2. 

if the defendant does not appear in Police 
Court when his case is call he is called 
on the bond and, not answering, the bond 
is declared forfeited. 

Each day several of these forfeitures ap- 
pear on the docket and they are either 
continued indefinitely or the forfeiture is 
set aside.

Charles Foster keeps a saloon as a side 
attraction for hie bond business. He con- 
siders it a dull day when he cannot go on 
At least six bonds. That means $18 or more 
in his pocket. Then he gets $% or $8 each day 
for obtaining continuances. Besides that, 
when the gets a prisoner out on bond, he 
eteers him over to his saloon to spend sev- 
eral dollars in drinks. The wary of a bonds- 
man are deep and devious. They are not 
“straw” bondsmen. They have property, 
but it doesn’t do the city any good, 

During Saturday and Sunday Foster often 
goes on as many as twenty-five bonds. That 
profits him 875 on the Monday Police Court 
and makes him liable to the city for about 

000, as the usual bond is in amount about 

. Besides that $5,000, he generally has 
twice that amount out on bonds signed 
previously. 

Foster is the leading bondsman, but the 
others follow him closely. 

Jim Cronin's name is frequent on police 
bonds. He never lost anything by it. 

Tt is thought that the Grand-jury bas a 
big field in which to operate when it tackles 
the bond business of the Police Court.

the Criminal Court was accomplished at @ 
meeting of the Circuit Judges Wednesday 
afternoon, as stated in Tednesday’s 6 
o'clock edition of the Post-Dispatch. 

Judges Withrow, Klein, Valliant and Flit- 
craft, holding over, and Zachritz, Talty and 
Spencer, newly-elected, were present at 
the consultation, Judge Withrow presid- 
ing and Judge Spencer acting as secretary. 

After some discussion it was decided 
that Judge Zachritz should be one of the 
first to occupy the Criminal bench, but it 
was also decided that Judge Withrow 
should keep him company. It was stated 
around the Court-house, after the consul- 
tation coneluded, that the selection of one 
of the hold-over Judges as Mr. Zachritz’s 
associate was for the purpose of anticipat- 
ing any criticiam that might arise. over 
the disposition made of Mr. Zachritz on 
account of the prevailing impression that 
his familiarity as Circuit Attorney with 
cases pending in the Criminal Court might 
make him ineligible. This objection was 
settled in Judge Zachritz’s favor, because 
the Judges held that Judge Zachritz has 
nothing to do with preparing any cases 
for the Grand-jury, and after the finding 
of ‘indictments does not acquaint himself 
with the details of a case until it is ready 
for trial. 

Judges Withrow and Zachritz will oc- 
cupy the Criminal bench until Oct. 1, 1897. 
Then Judge Withrow will return to the 
Civil Courts, resuming the bench in room 
No. 3, where he now presides. His suc- 
cessor and one for Judge Zachritz will 
be selected at the general term of court 
to serve a full year. Judge Zachritz will 
preside over Division No. 1 of the Criminal 
Court, to be known as Circuft Court-room 
No. 8, and Judge Withrow over Division 
No. 2, to be known as Court-room No. 9. 

The transfer of Judge Flitcraft’s court to 
new quarters rendered necessary the 
change of the present Court-room No. 6 to 
Court-room No, 2-and the present No. 2 to 
No. 6. The latter will be occupied by Judge 
Horatio D. Wood. Judge Spencer will oc- 
cupy No. 7, now presided over by Judge 
Russell; Judge Talty, No. 8, vacated by 
Judge Withrow, and Judge Fisher, No. 4, 
vacated by Judge Dillon, retiring.

INSISTS THAT WE HAVE A SS- 
TEM OF DOUBLE CONDUITS. 


ROOM PROBLEM NOT SOLVED. 


Plenty of Space Between Here and 
China, but Not Much of It 
Near to Us. 


Not a day passes but some radically new 
proposition is evolved out of the discussions 
of conduit perplexities by the members of 
the Board of Public Improvements. 

The newest one was conceived by Water 
Commissioner M. L. Holman. He thinks 
the most practicable,thing will be to lay 
two sets of conduits, one for low service 
and one for high service wires, one under 
the streets and one under the alleys. 

It is an accepted fact that the high serv- 
ice electric light and power wires cannot 
go into the same conduits with the low 
service telegraph and telephone wires. Mr. 
Holman has many reasons to urge why they 
cannot be laid side by side in the streets. 

In the first place there is not enough 


room, Supervisor O'Reilly's light and airy 
ersifiage to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Phere is, as he suggests, considerable space 
between the surface of the St. Louis streets 
and the crust of China, but a few feet 
below the surface of those streets there 
is a layer of pipes, and in places two lay- 
ers of pipes, which say to conduit theorizers 
“Thus far shalt thou go toward China and 
no further.” 
For of one thing Mr. Holman is persuad- 
ed, and that is that the conduits must be 
laid close to the surface in order to avoid 
the gas and water service pipes. 
As a rule, by agreement the water pipes 
have been laid along the north and west 
sides of the streets from eight to ten feet 
from the curb, and from four to six feet 
deep. The gas pipes have been laid along 
the south and east sides about six feet from 
the curb, and from three to five feet deep. 
Where there are sewers under the streets 
they are generally laid about ten feet deep. 
In Mr. Bolman's opinion the conduits can. 
not be laid on a lower level than the gas 
and water pipes, and they must not be laid 
directly over them. It is certain that they 
cannot be laid under the street-car tracks. 
That narrows down the available space to 
six feet between the gas pipes and the 


curb, and the eight or ten feet between the 
water pipes and the curb. There is very lit- 
tle space between the water pipes and the 
street-car tracks, but there is a little to 
spare between the gas pipes and the tracks. | 

Under the terms 95 the ordinance the 
companies may be held down by the board 
to their actual space necessities. When Mr. 
Holman was asked if, on this basis, there 
would be enough room in the streets for 
the conduits of all the companies, he said 
— 1 “I know there is not. We 
will simply put as many conduits in the 


others into the alleys.’ 

The wire using companies will not be 
permitted to pre-empt space for future use, 
and they cannot lay main feeder conduits 
wherever they please. Mr. Holman thinks 
that by lay! the main feeders where 
there is room for them in the streets and 
alleys and running small service conduits 
where there is little space, it will be pos-
